A MESSAGI rO TIMID LAYMEN 


T is incumbent upon everyone not in the clutches of a 
poverty that deprives of food and shelter to be deliber- 
ately cheerful in this time of general depression, and 


thus help to a return of normal conditions. For men and 


women to repeat to one another that times are bad not only contributes 
nothing to the improvement of conditions but actually retards recovery, 


since it helps to spread the spirit of discouragement and tends to check 


any impulse to carry on operations in the confident manner of easy times. 


Instead of persistently wailing over such facts as that 600,000 foreign laborers, mostly 


Italians, have emigrated from here because some lines of work have been discon- 


tinued; that the number of poor persons needing aid this winter is four times that of 
other years, and other gloomy truths, why not look at the situation from a_ broader 
point of view to include as well its hopeful elements ? 


In this country we have, for example, abundant crops, and there is practically no 
verproduction of manufactured products, which was one of the main causes of earlier 


panics. Our export trade is in a healthy condition—indeed never so prosperous and 


our financial institutions, with very few exceptions, have successfully withstood most 


unnecessary, sudden and tremendous runs. National banks have reported in many 


instances an excess of the required reserve, and some of them have declared un- 


usually large dividends for their stockholders. Pennsylvania mines that were closed 


for several weeks have recently reopened, this action affecting the large army of 43,000 
workmen. The savings banks in Greater New York, report light withdrawals and heavy 


deposits, showing a recovery from anxiety. So prosperous were the mills in the Eastern 
States 1n 1907 


7, that despite the autumn panic they have paid dividends respectively of 
66 per cent, 40 per cent, 384 per cent and 32 per cent, the average in that section of 
Massachusetts having been 13.73, which is the highest yet attained. Even though one 
does not individually receive any of this money, it must be of general benefit because it 
is put into circulation, or reinvested, and by so much helps to relieve the present con- 


dition of depression. How many readers know that the total amount paid to investors 


in interest and dividends on 1 January, 1908, was nearly $200,000,000? The encouraging 
facts here noted are only a few of those that may be discovered by any who will look 
for them, and the financial reports make for hopefulness because they may be accepted 
as proof that our captains of industry and our financiers have not been playing ducks 
and drakes with the money of investors and depositors. Neither are they malefactors 
but rather benefactors in that by their industry, energy, ability and enterprise they 


create values where none existed and share with investors the rewards they reap. 


Let us no longer reiterate that times are bad, but rather insist on the more hopeful 
prophecy that good times will return, and thus soon contribute, to this extent at least, 


our share toward restoring the confidence that is the foundation of prosperity.

No chapter of Madame De Boigne is without 
it special points of interest, and scarce any is 
juli in a single paragraph. One of the most 
moving things in the book is Regent George's 
account of his visit to his crazed and blind old 
father, George !; here one realizes where 
[Chackeray must have found some of the ma- 
terial for his touching tribute to the hapless old 
monarch. A foot note of rare interest gives

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Oward Pyle’s third volume of the Ar- 
H thurian legends, The Story of Sir 
Launcelot and His Companions (Scrib- 
ners) is a most welcome addition to the litera- 
ture of childhood and youth. As in his pre- 
vious books in the same series, Mr. Pyle has 
retold Mallory’s fine old tales with taste and 
circumspection, and in a sweet and pure Eng- 
lish of slightly archaic flavor, but not sufh- 
ciently strange to puzzle the young reader. He 
puts into this volume the tales of the Capture 
of Guinevere and some of her knights and. la- 
dies by atraitorknight, of Launcelot and Elaine, 
of Gareth and Lynette, of Ewaine and the Lady 
of the Fountain, of the Madness of Sir Launce- 
lot, of the Return of Sir Launcelot, and of the 
Nativity of Galahad. ll these are rendered 
with due regard to the simple spirit of the 
original, and at the same time with a fine 
thoughtfulness for their inner moral significance. 
Mr. Pyle has preserved the dramatic and _pict- 
uresque quality of these wonderful old stories, 
has avoided tedium, and has wisely chosen what 
seems best from the wealth of incidents pro- 
vided to his hand Che tales will be read with 
pleasure by children above ten years of age, 
and they are hardly too young for adults. 

As usual Mr. Pyle’s masterly pencil furnishes 
apt illustration to his text There are a great 
many ‘pictures, large and small, and some or 
the most delightful are the head pieces to chap- 
ters, as for example the picture of the young 
page in his perilous night ride after he ha 


escaped from the captor of Guinevere. Anad- 
mirable full page picture is that showing Sir 
Launcelot in the wood cutter’s cart. Few books 


can be more heartily recommended to young

WHITTIER AND POE 


I’ America at large, and especially in New 


England, the hundredth anniversary of 


Whittier’s birth has just been celebrated. 
Almost exactly a year from to-day, not America 
alone, but all lands where modern civilized 
languages are spoken and read, will celebrate 
the hundredth anniversary of Edgar Allan Poe's 
birth. Whittier was a New Englander of New 
Englanders; Poe was a New Englander only by 
the accident of his birth when his parents, travel- 
ing players, were filling an engagement at Bos- 
ton. Byancestry, residence, and temperament, 
he was a southerner. He lived but forty years, 
and all that he wrote of high value might be 
printed in no very large volume. _ Still he re- 


mains the only American, northerner or south- 


erner, to hold a place in world-literature, to 
have influenced men of achievement in the lite- 
No other American 
poet, except perhaps Lanier, has flown within 


ratures of many lands 


sight of Poe's highest lyric flights; no other 
American writer of fiction has quite reached the 
imaginative power and charm of his fantastic 
tales. 

hose who recently celebrated Whittier, 
spoke with reverence of his Jong and blameless 
lite, bravely devoted to many good causes. 
Even the south must have remembered that with 
all his zeal for abolition he never hated the slave- 
holder, only the institution. Yet Whittier will 
be best remembered by a few of his anti-slav- 
ery poems, because into those lyrics he put the 
fervor and intensity of a narrow but sincere na- 
ture deeply moved by the hatred of wrong and 
the pity of suffering. In the wonderful and 
terrible Ichabod, the bitterest arraignment of 
any modern politician by any poet, Whittier 
for an instant leaped to a place beside Milton 
himself, and produced a poem that sounds rather 
like the inspired utterance of a Hebrew prophet 
than the words of a simple Quaker. That 
burning lyric deserves to stand along side the 
few sunshot lyrics of Poe, even beside the poem 
l'o Helen, with its immortal phrases 


* The giory that was Crreece 


And the grandeur that was Rome. 


When the world comes next year to sum up 
once more Poe, the man and artist, it will have 
to discuss a life less than half as long as Whit- 
tier’s; indeed the period of Whittier’s literary 
activity was twenty years longer than Poe's 
whole life. The story will show devotion to 
but one high cause, the cause of literary art. 
It will show a nature knowing hights and depths 
of emotion that Whittier hardly suspected, yet 
with capacity for the highest fidelity where the 
affections were placed. It will show a long, 
and in the end vain struggle with drink, but it 
will not re-echo the scandalous charges of Gris- 
wold, Poe’s malignant biographer. 

In truth Poe was never for long periods what 
may properly be called a dissipated man, and 
perhaps his worst excesses would have had no 
very serious effect upon a man of ordinary tem- 
perament and physique. Griswold’s attack ha 
been the excuse for many charges against Poe. 
For years it was assumed that the poet deserved 
all that Griswold had said against him. Per- 
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haps the physical assault made upon him by 
Thomas Dunn English, author of Ben Bolt, 
also did something to injure Poe's repute, and 
to take trom his dignity. Ihe regions which 
he haunted have some curious traditions of the 
man. His biographers say nothing of his hav- 
ing lived at Milford, Delaware, but there is a 
tradition in that village that for a while Poe 
sought asylum there. More than sixty years 
ago Poe visited another Delaware village to de- 
liver a literary lecture at the local academy. 
With the ill luck that so often attended him, 
he fell in alighting from the omnibus, into the 
mud of the village street, and rose in such a 
condition that a suit of clothes had to be bor 
rowed tor him. He presented a ludicrous ap- 
pearance in the evening, when he stood up to 
deliver his address, for the poet was nota small 
man, and the longest trousers he had been able 
to borrow were woetully short. It was a favor- 
ite belief of some persons in Baltimore, but up- 
on altogether flimsy evidence, that Poe wrote 
his poem The Raven, in the office of John V. 
L. McMahon, a famous lawyer, one night when 
the poet was supposed to have taken refuge 
there. The fact that his death actually occurred 
after his having been found ina drinking saloon 
near one of the Baltimore hospitals, doubtless 
made it easier to believe that his life was one 
of habitual dissipation 

As a matter of fact, if we leave out of con 
sideration Poe's long, and often successful strug 
gle with strong drink, his life does not seem, at 
least in his mature years, to have been markedly 
abnormal or irregular. He did an immen 
amount of hard work. He vivified with his 
touch more than one moribund magazine. He 
married early a mere child, but was beautifully 
devoted to her and to her mother. His tem- 
perament made it difficult for him to deal with 
the men about him, but he must have realized 
that he had power far above those of his early 
contemporaries, for he was producing world 
literature at a time when Irving and Bryant 
were our only notable men of letters and, when 
our literature was still mainly imitative. Later 
he gave a generous recognition to Hawthorne, 
and some others, but he always insisted upon 
treating American literature strictly upon its 
merits as a part of general literature, and not as 


a wilding product of a new land. He was the 
first American critic to do this. No man was 
ever less provincial than Poe. He is explicable 


only upon the old-fashioned theory of genius, 
and this becomes more than ever apparent when 
he is compared with such a poet as Whittier 
The latter's long and mainly serene life, with 
its years of self-control and self-discipline, gave 
us much that is dear to all Americans. His 
most thoroughly inspired work, indeed, the best 
of his anti-slavery lyrics, the south will be slow 
to appreciate. The majestic simplicity of his 
Centennial Hymn, however, with its echoing 
suggestion of Hebrew psalmody, and the quiet 
truth and beauty of Snow Bound, are things 
that will long hold the affections of all who love 
genuine poetry. Poe has written nothing that 
approaches the majesty of the Centennial Hymn, 
nothing that approaches the simple realism of 
Snow Bound, but a few of his lyrics and frag 


ments have the deathless quality of pure poetry, 
ome of his tales remain unsurpassed in their 
kind in the hterature of any nation, and The 
Domain of Arnheim is a rare example of a long 
descriptive piece that doe not tire and really 
does describe. It is a curious and significant 
fact that our two great masters of the iyric,

ALIEN HUNTERS 


AND WARDENS 





One of the important matters to which the 





Wardens of the Audubon Society gives it 
attention is the alien hunters who are invariably 
members of gangs of laborers who are employed 
all over the country on private and public im- 


provements. As is well known these Italians 
and Slavs for the most part, usually live in 
camps or in cars provided by railway officials 
and every bird they kill is just so much saved 
from their food bills. They usually have not 
much skill in shooting, but they manage to kill 
robins, swallows, bluebirds and others that they 
discover on trees or the ground. It is a gen- 
erally known fact that large portions of Italy 
are entirely denuded of song and insectivorous 
birds through the pot-hunting propensities 
of the natives, and they threaten to make many 
portions of this country as birdless as their 
own land, as they spend most of their leisure 
when in camps in roaming the country in the 
vicinity and killing every bird they see. Al- 
though the New York allow 
aliens to procure a license to hunt and con- 
sequently they cannot legally carry fire arms 
or shoot game at any time, the law is not con-
